IS STARTED 


Many Acres of Valuable Land 
Near Outlet of River To 
Be Reclaimed 


TO FINISH WORK IN 
TWO MONTHS, REPORT 


Right of Way Matters Are 
Satisfactorily Settled By 
Drainage District 


W ork w as begun this m orning on 
the 5000-foot levee which 
is to be 
built at a co st of $8000 lo t th e T al­ 
b e rt D rainage D istrict by th e New- 
b e n P rotection D istrict in a line ex­ 
tending in a no rth w esterly d irection 
along the coast from tho w est bank 
of th e S an ta A na river. 
T he decision to proceed w ith the 
w ork w as reached when it w as defi­ 
nitely d eterm in ed th a t the rig h t of 
way upon which th e levee is lo be 
built would be secured from th e W il­ 
lows L and Com pany. 
A m eeting to 
finally ratify th e 
conditions 
u n d er 
which th e rig h t of way will be given 
by the W illow s Com pany w as to have 
been held y esterd ay afternoon 
but, 
ow ing to th e absence of tw o of the 
d irecto rs of th e T alb ert D rainage Dis­ 
tric t the m eetin g w as postponed.

w as ascertain ed , how ever, 
that. 
all 
p arties concerned are agreeable to the 
term s m ade by th e com pany giving 
th e rig h t of way and on the stren g th 
of th is E n g in eer H. Clay K ellogg w as 
in stru cted to proceed w ith t,he actu al 
w ork of building th e levee. 
E ngin eer K ellogg estim ates th a t th e 
en tire w ork will bu com pleted in tw o 
m onths' tim e. 
A force of nine m en 
will be em ployed to o p erate th e big 
d red g er w hich will be 
m ud 
in 
th e 
work. 
Should it be found 
th a t 
th e 
nine-m an force is insufficient to finish 
th e w ork in tw o m onths, a night sh ift 
will be put oil to ru sh t,he levee to 
com pletion. 
A ccording to E ngineer Kellogg, th e 
levee will be forty feet wide at th e 
base and six feeet high. 
A ditch is to 
be dug along th e south side of th e 
dike to a w idth of th irty feet. 
T he building of th e levee will m ean 
the reclam ation of 
a 
considerable 
acreage n o rth and w est of th e o u tlet 
of the S an ta A na riv er and will p re­ 
v en t th e recu rren ce of conditions of 
la st w in ter w,hen w ater from th e riv ­ 
er, com bined w ith the tide flow, in u n ­ 
dated m any acres of land th at alread y 
had been planted to beets.
